phy, nor a nice Enquiry, whiether it 
began amongſt the Brachmans, and thence 
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(as * Lucianranks the Countrys) viſited E-*  Fugi- 


thiopia, Egypt, Scythia, Thrace and Greece ; 9%. 
or whether Curiofity or Neceſſity was the Pa- 
rent ; the advantageouſnels of the Plains in- 
vited the Caldeans to Aſtronomy, and the 0- 
verflowing of Ne, forc'd the Egyprzans to be 
curious in the Properties of Figures : But I 
ſhall rake i for granted, that it camie from 


the Eaſt; and This (not ro mention + Laertius +mrrafer. 


his weak oppoſitions) rhe Travels of:7hales,

the learning-of all 7rdia long ago retired ; 
This Zypothefrs,tho commended to men as the 
roonbd. Expedient againſt Cares, and the ex- 
ateſt Method for obtaining Tranquillity,yet 
found not many Admirers, till Epicurus by mm- 
finite Yolums endeavoured to illuſtrate, and 
commend it, adding Declination to an Atom, 
that being (as Plutarch aſſures) the only im- 
provement he made in the Hypotheſis : What 
this Man was in his Morals is hard to imagin ; 
for ſometimes he ſeems to be ſo Temperate 
and Modeſt, that S2yeca often uſes his Senten- 
ces as Ornaments in his moſt ſerious Epiſtles:

And firſt the Authour pleads for an univerſal 
Floud, it being inconſiſtent with the. demonſtrated 
Nature of a Fluid, that Water Ihould ſtand up 
in Heaps fifteen Cubits above the tops ' of the 
higheſt Mountains:+ This I am willing to admir, 
though there is no reaſon-why Omnipotence might 
not be immediately concern'd in this, fince he him- 
ſelf confeſſerh, that the forty days Rain 'cannot ac- 
cording to his Hypotheſis be explain'd by any Na- 
tural Cauſe that he can find out. 

Secondly, He compares the height of the 
Mountains and the Depth of the Sea, and having 
a3 to both made allowable ſuppoſitions (though 
the Courſe of the longeſt River, even the Nile it 
ſelf, will not prove its head to be above three foot 
higher than its mouth) he infers that eight Oceans 
will be little enough to make an univerſal Deluge : 
The Waters above the Firmament are exploded ; 
the Rain would afford but the hundredth part of 
ſuch a Maſs of Water , unleſs the ſhowers were 
continual, and oyer the face of the whole Earth, 
and the Drops came down ninety times faſter than 
uſually they do. (Though here a Man would be 
apt to think from the expreſſions in Geneſis, The 
Windows of Heaven were opened , that there was 
ſomewhat very extraordinary in this Rain, and 
that all thoſe requir*d conditions were obſery'd.) 
The Caverns of the Earth, if they threw out all 
the Water they contain'd could afford but little 
In compariſon of the great ſtore that was requir'd ; 
And if the whole middle region of the Air had 
been condensd, ſtill there had not been enough, 
becauſe Air being turn'd into Water filleth gnely 
the hundredth part of that ſpace which it formerly 
| polleſs*'d 
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poſſeſs'd:; Though all» the other -ways by which 
ſome have endeavour'd to explain 'theiFloud, wer 
demonſtrably inſufficient, *yer this laſt-which gin; 
an account of'it-from. ſo natural and-eaſie a Cauf 
as the condenſation of the Air deſerved to be con. 
ſidered alittle more; but it is the Art of a Diſpy 
ter to touch that leaſt which preſſeth moſt on tha 
Opinion which he would advance. For it being 
allowed that Air by natural Cauſes may be chang 
into Water, and a Vacuum in this very Chaptet 
being excluded, it neceſlarily follows, that as muct 
Air as riſeth fifreen Cubits higher than the tops df 
the Mountains is ſufficient to make. ſuch a Delug 
as Is deſcrib'd to have been in Noah's time. Be 
cauſe where there is no Vacuwm, there can be n 
contraction into a leſs ſpace, and every partick 
of Matter, whatever form or ſchematiſm it put 
on, mult in all conditions be equally extended, 
and therefore take up the ſame Room. But ſup
